KOVALEV HANGED. 


'HE MURDERER OF THE WEB- 


BEES EXECUTED. 


llforta to Secure a Confession From 


Him—Hia Brain in a Normal 


Condition. 


FewjbM, February 31.—Ivan Kovalev,' 
Russian ex-convict, who escaped from 
he island of Saghalien three yeara ago, 
nd with another convict, Mathiou 
tichorbakov, murdered F. II. L. IVeh- 
wr and his wife in Sacramento thirteen 
months ago, was hanged today. Stichcr- 


akov was stabbed to death while at- 
erupting to hold up a San Jose inor- 
iant. 
During the Kovalev trial he made a 
artial confession, admitting that ho 
ad seen the Webbers killed, but would 
ot admit hia participation in the mur- 
era, claiming that his companion had 
illed both victims. He confessed to 
ie prison official a that he had been 
ent to Saghnlien island for life for poi- 
oning a man in Russia. 
Tlie Russian interpreter sent to tho 
rieon last night to spend tho night 
ith tlie condemned man, emleavored to 
raw a confession of the Webber iiiur- 
era from Kovalev, but he positively 
ofused to iliacuaa the murders. He ro- 
iaod to eat a temp tint; breakfast this 
orning ami \\onld tuliu only a cup of 


milk, llu refused to sec a priest or 
liniater. He had an idea ho would not 
ang until the laat minute. So when 
o waa led on to the gallows ho waa so 
ightencd ho could hardly walk.

As to the itatement that "

Mcuring tbe tariff on ralelna than any 
other influence," it would be sUtiug 
the caee more accurately to any that the 
Krpotiiot and its proprietor had eome- 
thing to do with preventing the full con- 
Bummation of the free trade program, for 
which they worked BO incessantly and 
zealoasly daring the campaign of 1892. 
After standina Bfpiarelv upon a free 
trade platform and howling themselves 
hoarue in denunciation of protection, 
they were among the first to aqueal 
When the high authoritife and author- 
ized apostles of free trade undertook to 
apply to tbeir own industry the princi- 
ple they had BO vigorously espoused. 
When asked to take their own medi- 
cine, carefully compounded by the free 
trade doctors, with the trade mark 
blown in every bottle, they rebelled and 
joined the innumerable caravan of wild- 
eyed and frantic foltowera of tbe good 
Grover who descended upon the national 
capital in Bwarma, ehouting lustily— 
"Don't give ns free trade; give it to the 
other feUowa!" 


Tbe DDparalieUed inconsistency of 


these outside actors in thia national 
Urea-tragedy—the farce for their part 
and the tragedy for the people—was 
overlooked for the time ior the reason 
that the interests at stake were just as 
vital to those who bad not shrieked for 
irae trade aa for thoM who had, and any- 
thing tbat could be aaved out of the 
wreck ww so much gain. Consequently 
no protest waa raised when tbe people 
who caused the storm did what they 
could to avert the full measure of the 
disaster they bad precipitated.

when tbe people who are responsible for 
all the wrong that was done have the 
monumental effrontery to come forward 
and claim special credit for having in 
•ome measure averted tbe calamity 
which they bad deliberately created, 
they need not he surprised to bear tome 
gentle diasent—gentle of court*, M the 
wind is tempered to the shorn lamb- 
but distent nevertheless.

It ia very easy to dispose of any sug- 


gestion that Mr, Carlisle has been ans- 
iona to ieeae popular loans, for he bim- 
eelf haa given the answer. Three times 
he had the opportunity to iaaue such a 
loan, and three times he chose to give a 
syndicate the benefit of the commiH- 
aiouB. He might have advertised for 
bida from the people in the caee of 
former issues just ae well aa in tbe re- 
cent instance, when he finally did eo. 
He preferred to deal with syndicates. 
In tbe face of hie deeds ehall we flaunt a 
Bugfe'eetion to congress, ol which the 
only object was the furtherance of tbe 
scheme to reduce this nation absolutely to 
n. gold-standard baew r The idea is pre- 
posterous. Yet if the Irntjaior does not 
imply that, it implies nothing. 


Aa for the refusal of congress to-adopt 


ilia secretary's suggestion, it could do 
nothing elae if it would eave the coun- 
try from absolute cold monometallism. 
U should be borne in mind that theie is 
not notr, and has not been for nearly 
a third of n century, a necessity for the 
issuance of bonds. The obligations of 
thia nation are payable in "coin," and 
coin under all natural and legal con- 
structions is either gold or silver. If the 
government would now exercise, or if it 
bad in the recent past exercised its pre- 
rogative to pay such obligations in sil- 
ver wben ttiere was a scarcity of gold, 
our eacred gold reserve would have been 
maintained without difficulty, and there 
would have been no bond issue. Tbe 
Selma paper i.mat admit thst *£en who 
recognize* thia tact could not consist- 
ently or patriotically have authorized 
any bonde. An issue of bonde in a time 
of peace and plenty is an abnormal 
political monstrosity, anyway. If it 
muat be, at least it ie better that con- 
gress should not indoree it. 


On the whole, tbe RI'.PUIILICAN feels 


that it will have to continue "perpe- 
trating a fraud upon the people," if it be 
a fraud to protest in auch way as it can 
against burdening the people with debt 
which is as unnecessary ae it is unde- 
sirable,

Congress might ae 
well punish a man for Baying that if he 
were born in Arabia be probably would 
be a Mohammedan.

Mr. Irvine and Mr. Maude have been 


n the field several months. They do 
ot go about the state in the care, but 
rive in a wagon, up hill and down, in 
ain and sun, looking critically at all 
inds of roads, photographing anything 
xceptionally good or exceedingly bad. 
'hey have Ihus traveled more than 
300 miles, uud have accumulated a 
ind of observation and experience 
'hich will bo useful when the time 
otnea to frame a general road law 
vbich will aim to embodv all -that is 
ood and exclude all that is bad. Mr. 
rvine is a Sacramento county farmer, 
nd was formerly assessor of 
that 


ounty. Mr. Maude ia a civil engineer 
nd lives in Riverside. Ho represented 
alifornia in the road convention which 
iet in Atlanta, Ga., during the expoai- 
ion. 


PRACTICAL HUGtJKBTIONB. 


Mr. Irvine and Mr. Maude each ad- 
reased the meeting. Mr. Irvine stated 
tat he did not come to Freano to tell 
he supervisors how to build roads, but 
a gain information which could be made 
ee of in framing >a road law. 
How 


ver, in the courae of his talk he gave 
rqany statistics and practical suggestions 


•hich are well worth preserving. His 
nd Mr. Maude's addresses deserve pub- 
ehinti In full, but lack of space readers 
t necessary that only the chief points 
B mentioned. 
California highways He in all climates 
nd altitudes from the dry, perpetual 
uminer 364 feet below the level of the 
ea to the almost perpetual snow 10,000 
set above. On one rain falls sparingly. 
»n the other the fall of rain is some* 
lmea an inch a day tor thirty days at a 
hue. On the one tho road makers ne«u 
not provide against fttorm water. 
On 


he other, tbe stormwater is the chief 
hinR to guard againut. The same kind 
f road will not do for both and all con- 
litiona of climate and country,. 
The roada on the plains of Freano are 


not washed away, but ure blown away. 
The excessive dryneea of tlio long sum- 
mer, and the soft soil cause the high- 
ways to beat into fine dust which is 
whipped up by wind and scattered over 


iljauunt fields and orchards. 
Mr. Irvine eaid ho had seen many 
oads in thia county which are below the 
pvel of the llelds on both sides. The 
oads had been blown away; and they 
vill continue to blow away and become 
reaches deeper and deeper, unless tho 
>rojicr remedy ia applied. That remedy 
a the liberal use of water for sprinkling, 
['ho roads of Fresno's pliiinaneed water. 


Mr.Irvine quoted figures from counties 


on ornuartho coast showing that eprink- 
iug can bo done very cheaply, in some 
places nt a cost of only 17% cents a day 


mile. 
But 
Supervisor Lctcher 


lointed out tliat owing to the excessive 
Iryncss of this climate it costs very 
nuch more than that to sprinkle the 
roads here. There waa no disagreement, 
jowever, among those who took part in 
,he discussion on the proposition thai 
sprinkling ia the best thtng for the 
Fresno roads, even if it is more expen- 
live than on the cool and damp coast. 


WHAT SFItlKKUSO DOES. 


Mr. Maude spoke more at length on 


the subject of sprinkling roada. Be 
maintained that a road which ia kept 
well sprinkled in summer becomes an 
packed and hard that it does not grow 
muddy in winter. He cited aa an ex- 
,mple Magnolia avenue at Riverside, 
.rbich is twenty miles long. For twelve 
milea of thia distance it is sprinkled in 
wanner; the other eight miles ia not. 
When winter raina set in, the eight 
milea become ao muddy aa to be almost 
impaesable, while the other ia solid 
The rood is the same in every way ex- 
cept that part is sprinkled, and part is 
not. The summer dust becomes the 
winter mud. Where there is uo sum- 
mer dust there IB not likely to ba any 
winter mud. 


Santa Clara is regarded the banner 


county of the state for good roads. 
There the sprinkling cart is in constan 
use. They sprinkle 372 miles of roads 
and the numoer of milea is increasini 
each year. Water ie much scarcer thai 
in Froano county. There they pump i 
frem deep welfe. One well was men. 
tioned which ifi 300 feet deep, and a 40 
horse powsr engine IB used to pump 
water for sprinkling. Still they find i 
profitable to a'prinkle. Here in treano 
there ia abundance of water within a 
few feet of the aurface, or it may be ob- 
tained at still leas expense from the 
canals along almost any road. 


There was a general discussion, in 


which John 8. I>oro, Supervisor Letcher 
Mr. Irvine, Mr. Maude and others too! 
part. The conclusion readied waa tha 
the best thing for Freano county's road 
ia to grade them well, sprinkle then 
well, and paea a broad tire ordinance 
As to the width of tires, there waa nonv 
difference of opinion. John W. Fair 
weatlittr, road overseer of Reedley 
who has received many compliments f<: 
tbe intelligent manner in which 
li 


buildo and maintains roada, waa inclined 
to believe that there ia danger of «el- 
ting tires too wide*. He thought the 
proposed ordinance for this county re- 
quires wider tires than are necessary. 
Mr. Irvine had a Bchednle of tires used 
in other places, and there was no great 
difference between them and those pro- 


posed (or Frwno county, although tome 
•re narrower. Th* objection that "ibt 
wider the tire the more rock* it will 
lit," was answered by Mr. lrvla«, who 
laid that if broad tires are used, there 
will soon be uo rocks to hit. 


I>KA1> LOSB. 


Mr. Maude is a civil engineer and he 


prefers to deal iu mathematics. 
Ho had 


ol lee ted a mass of statistics and esti- 
mates showing what it costs at the pres- 
nt time to haul the products of the 
arma to railroad stations and steam- 
mat landings in the whole United 
States, and also in the atate of Califor- 
nia. Tliis ie only for hauling by team 
n tho publichighwaya. Opposite these 
tatiatics he set estimates of what it 
would cost to do this same hauling if 
tie roada were in good condition. The 
icurea run into the millions, and it 
rould surprise moat 'people to learn 
ow much dead loss is due to bad roatta. 
The value of the total farm products 
f the United States is placed at $2,50),- 
00,000. To haul these products to the 
epota for shipping coat each year $!>90,- 


000,000. or 40 per cent of the entire crop. 
^orty per cent of thia $990,000.000 is 
ead lost). That ie, thia hauling could 


1m done for $30(1,000,000 less if the roada 
were good. If the roads were good, haul- 
DK which now costs $990,000,000 could 
w done for $594,000,000. The differ- 
nee is dead loss. It does nobody any 
ood. Thia absolute loss, if aaved and 
mt to nee would build 39,000 milea 
f magnificent road each year at a cost 
f f 10,000 per mile. 


.MASSACHUSETTS BY6TEM. 


Mr. Maude outlined what he believed 
he beat system of taxation for road pur- 
oaes yet devised. It ia called the Mas- 
achaeotte eyatem because it was devel- 
ped there. It has since been adopted, 
n more or leas modified form, by twelve 
tates. The system does not throw the 
whole burden of road building and 
laintaining upon the country people. 
Jitiea ate taxed for country roads. It 
a done by a state tax. Cities are bene- 
ted by good roada fully aa much as ia 
be country. In California about 75 per 
ent of the assessed value of property is 
D the incorporated cities and towna. 
The law operates about ae follows: 


The state does not build or maintain all 
be roads, but only the leading ones. It 
juilda and keeps in repair roads which 
carry the moat travel. Counties are 
ben divided into districts something 
ike echool districts, and each district 
naintains it? own roada, which serve aa* 
eeders for the main highways built by 
he state. Thus each district can tak it- 
elf, or expend on its roada as much aa 
ta people desire, just aa school houses 
,ro now built. 


Leaving out of the question any lava 


o be enacted in the future, the cominis- 
loners stated that it ia out ot the ques- 
ion in a county like thie, to keep all the 
opde in first-class condition. There are 
nearly 1500 miles of road. Better, they 
aid, keepeomo in firat-claes condition, 
nd keep tbe others passable. 


A KOCK CKUSIIER. 


Figures were given to show that a rock 
rusher is one of the most desirable 
ilants in the county's road building 
lutfit. Crushed rock should be put on 
he roade eight feet wide for a single 
rack, or sixteen feet for a double track. 
Eight hundred cubic yards macadamize 
a mile. 


Supervisor Letcher announced that, if 


ie had his way in the future, he would 
roto for making one good road a year, 
whether in his district or in some other, 
and thus in course of time there would 
)e a number of good roada in the county. 
He believed it best to build a little per- 
manent road. If the people kick, let 
them kick. They kick anyhow. 


J. L. Gilbert suggested that the cen- 


tral government issue money and lend ' 
t to the states, to be by them spent in 
building electric roads. • Mr. 
Irvine 


minted out that this would not help the 
leople who have their products to haul, 
'or they would atill be obliged to travel 
country roads to reach the electric roads.

EXPERIMENTAL FARMING. 


Some Results of the Work Being 


Oone Near Bakersfield. 
From the Keru Couuty Echo. 


The csperimciital garden just north ol 


town has become one ol the featiircB ol 
interest in this locality, and its useful- 
ncaBhaebeen abundantly demonstrated. 
Heretofore it haa been devoted to tho 
propagation of a- very wide variety of 
more or less useful plants and while a 
large per cent of the tliinga grown have 
shown themselves to bo of no value, 
BOUIB others have proven to he of sub- 
etantial commercial worth. 
It was in thie garden that ntrip!ex, 


hott^f known ae Australian enlt bush, 
waflthorounhly teated and its worth aa 
a forage plant established. Thie in- 
formation bids lair to be worth a very 
great deal to Kern county, for it ifl no 
longer doubted that for certain soils and 
under certain conditions nothing here- 
tofore crown equals atriplex ae a forage 
plant. It haa proven ite adaptability to 
alkali Boila as well aa in some of our 
unirrigated lunds. It remaina to be 
shown what it would do iu tlio footlnlla 
where name new plant ia badly needed. 
From the fact that atrlplex hae a deep 
tap root and epreada out cloee to tho 
Erouiid, thus shading it and preventing 
evaporation, it iy believed that it will 
prove succcaaful in eucb localities. 


Though some other valuable discov- 


eries have been made at tho experi- 
mental Kardena.thc work haa not been 
completed. Thu work hereafter, how- 
ever, will be devoted to fewer kinds of 
vegetable growth. Thia will be cape- 
daily true" this year when nearly the 
wliole Held will be devoted to grsiefes. 
The superintendent, A. K. Leckenby, 
has Riven much etudy lo Una subject, 
nnd this year he will make a lar^u num- 
ber of teats, lie hopes to propagate aa 
many aa 3000 graaaes. Then the com- 
paratively few which eeem to poaseea 
some value will be grown on a larger 
Bcale that they may be more thoroughly 
tested. Ainonfi those bulnf,' propagated 
are lawn grasses aa well aa forn^e plants. 


No email amount of interest will bo 


felt by humii owuurs iu these cspcri- 
mentfl with lawn graeeea. The creut na- 
tional favorite, hhio graaa.ia not entirely 
eiiited to thie place. Though very beau- 
tiful and Htrong on new land it can 
hardly hold He own with the seeds that 
blow "in and come with the irritf.itiiig. 
Mr. Leckenby thinks liii hae a variety 
which will make «P handsome a lawn 03 
blue grafis aud will be able to hold its 
own against all comers. It is.hesaya, 
the grass whicli.growinK wild, has given 
the name ot "Kmeraldlele" to Ireland. 
But this is but one of the many lawn 
grasses he ia trying; he may find some- 
thing even more desirable. 


Among forage plants, Mr. Leckenby 


has great faith in modiola. Thia plant 
would easily be taken for that obnoxioua 
weed generally known as "malvy" an it 
very much reaemblea it in color and shape 
of leal. But it has been proven to be a 
deairable forage plant. It hae a deep 
tap root like alfalfa but beare much 
more eeed. When thin on the ground 
it will take root at each joint thus 
spreading rapidly. But where there is 
a good stand it readily growa erect and 
can be cut for hay like alfalfa. It u 
claimed that it ia better for dairy stock 
than alfalfa, being leas apt to taint the 
milk, and it also makes better feed dur- 
ing the winter month i. For fattening 
stock its great cropn of seed would be 
important. 
A considerable amount of tins grass 


will he grown this year and eeed in com- 
mercial quantities will be saved.

Several of lior nuns 
followed her hastily heterodox example, 
but tho mass of them stood stoutly by 
their faith nnd ended by making off 
with it intact to Valence.— Thomas A.
